Some sta r of misfortune seems to 
be hovering around the Indianapolis 
A Cincinnati Traction Company, and 
one o f its motormen, Sam Warfuel, 
901 N orth Arthur street, who was 
motorman on the second car to be 
wrecked within 
twenty-four hours, 
and which was the third accident on 
the I. A C. within thirty hours. 
The second wreck 
for 
\Yarfuel’» 
car and the third one on the I. A C. 
occurred in Indianapolis last night 
shortly before midnight at the corner 
of Pennsylvania and Ohio streets and 
Ma ssachussM ts avenue, the Denison 
hotel corner, when the car “split" a 
switch, in the parlance of railway) 
men. 
The wre<-k did not terminate 
as 
seriously a" did tile one which hap­ 
pened near the corner of 
Pre-poet 
street and Keystone avenue iii Indi­ 
anapolis to the same outbound 11:30 
c a r just twenty-four hours previous, 
a s no one was injured in this mishap. 
There we re about fifty passengers 
on the ear, mostly all people return­ 
ing home from the 
State fair, 
but 
they all escaped injury even though 
there was a shower of broken glass, 
winch was caused by the rear end of 
the interurban, which 
went up the 
M ussaehussetts avenue track, crash­ 
ing into an Indianapolis 
city car. 
There were a number of 
Rushville 
and Rush county people iii the car. 
The Rushville car was 
running 
ea-t in Ohio -treet. 
The front truck 
of the car passed over the 
M assa­ 
c h u s e tts avenue switch, but tho rear 
trucks “ split" the switch and were 
turned on to Massa cli us setts avenue. 
Passengers were 
thrown 
into the 
r isle. but none 
were 
injured. 
Tile 
wind* ws on the side of the interur­ 
ban oar which stench the Indianapo­ 
lis Meredinn Heights car were brok­ 
en, and the entire front of 
tile city 
c ar wa- wrecked. The motorman es­ 
caped unhurt. 
Almont all of the occupants of the 
stranded car were State Fair visitors. 
Tired with the day's sight-seeing, the 
women complained and the men swore 
at the delay. 
Twenty-five minutes 
elapsed before traffic could he resum­ 
ed at the corner.

Attempt to Evade Sunday 


Closing Law. 


SO A S TO ANN ULL ITS EFFECT 


No Changes in Collection and Dis­ 


patching of Sunday Mail— Par­ 


cel Post in Distance. 


The distribution to boxes of hotels, 
newsdealers, newspapers and the In­ 
diana State board of health, of mail 
received up to 9 o’clock on Sunday 
mornings, and the opening of the box j 
window from 9 to IO o’clock are the I 
features cl the plan worked out by 
the Indianapolis postm aster for Sun­ 
day delivery to the classes specified, 
the only deviation from the Sunday 
closing of postoffice* under the re­ 
cent federal legislation. 
This is an absolute violation of the 
Sunday closing law which was re­ 
cently passed by congress. 
Charles 
Brown, deputy postmaster, says that 
the law will be conformed with here 
in every respect and that the post­ 
office will be do-cd. 
The order re­ 
ceived at the local office sn vs th at no 
mail. with the exception of registered 
otters, -hall lie distributed on Sun­ 
day. and it will not be. 
Local portal officials do iud be­ 
leve that the Sunday closing orders 
will work any great bardship* here 
anyway. 
There are vert* few tran s­ 
ient- in Rushville over Sunday like 
there arc in Indianapolis, and there 
will lie no kick 
coming 
from that 
source. 
It is al-<» pointed oat that 
very few people having boxes take 
advantage of them on Sunday. 
It is 
thought th at no business men will 
-after from the effects of enforcing 
the order. 
This is be-t proved by the fact that 
no complaints were made to tile post 
office officials when tile windows were 
closed a year ago last March. Previ­ 
ous to that the city and rural mail 
carriers hail to come down for an 
tour every Sunday morning and wait 
on their patrons. 
There was no kick 
about tile general delivery window 
being closed either. 
Mail, addressed to box holders will 
ie cased and distributed up until mid 
night Saturday night. 
Tile last mail 
received bere Saturday comes from 
the south over the Pennsylvania at 
six-fifty o'clock. 
From th at time on 
iusliville people will receive no mail 
until Monday morning. 
Special delivery mail addressed to 
a business house which does not re- 
main open on Sunday will he deliver­ 
ed if possible as heretofore, if a firm 
I leaves orders that .special delivery 
mail be delivered at the home of a 
designated pet son on Sunday, the or­ 
der will be carried out. 
Special de­ 
livery to places in the residence dis­ 
trict-- will not be changed from the 


11resent system. 
There will be no changes in the col­ 
lection of mail. Outgoing mail will be 
collected, distributed and dispatched 
as usual. 
One collection is made ev­ 
ery Sunday afternoon at four o’clock. 
Tv < dispatch**- are n <• de on Sunday, 
one in the morning and one in the 
afternoon after the collection. 
I* i- not likely that tho parcels 
po-I will be in effect here before next 
-ii rn mer. 
While P< -tn a ter General 
Hitchcock i \peei- t<> begin introduc­ 
ing- the new -y-trn. the fir-L of Jan - 
xi; iv. the time fixed by the lr . it will 
be the middle of next year before any 
considerable numbers of postoffice* 
are designated as parcels postoffices.

Statistics for Past Years Show How­ 


ever This is Not the Hottest 


September. 


5 c-terday put a new high m ark for 
the temperature for 1912; this morn­ 
ing kept pace with yesterday’s record 
for corresponding hours, but V. 
IL 
Church, section 
director 
of 
the 
weather bureau for Indiana, predict­ 
ed that tomorrow would 
see cooler 
weather. A fall of about IO degrees 
below that of the last two days was 
foreseen. 
Thi- would put the weath­ 
er back to approximately the normal 
early September temperatures. 
This afternoon thermometers that 
were hanging in tile shade hovered 
around 93 degrees. 
Those exposed to 
the sun’s rays reached a 
hundred 
yesterday and today both. 
The high­ 
est official mark reached 
previous 
this season was on July 24. when 93 
degrees was recorded. 
The average maximum in the State 
yesterday wa- 91.4 degrees. 
Vincen­ 
nes and Logansport hail a maximum 
of 99. 
Other stations reported as 
follows; 
GolumbttS, 97; 
Blooming­ 
ton. 96; Marion and Cambridge City. 
95; 
Ft. Wayne, 94; 
Lafayette, 93; 
Evansville and Auburn, 92, Farm ­ 
land. 88. 


A heavy drop in temperature was 
reported from many 
points in the 
northwest tins morning. 
At Moore- 
head. Minn., the drop was 26 degrees 
as compared with yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
Carious Dakota and Nebraska 
points reported a drop of from 20 to 
24 degrees, 
Although September thus far has 
been keeping ten degrees a day above 
the normal temperature, it lias lacked 
a good deal of breaking records for 
the month. 
The 
records 
at the 
weather station show that in 1897 
there were ten successive days 
in 
September when the temperature av­ 
eraged 93.9 degrees or a little above 
the record of yesterday. 
This was 
from September 7 to 16, inclusive. On 
September 12, 1897. a maximum of 
96 degrees was 
recorded. 
Tnree 
year- ago al-o 
saw a 
September 
which was on a p ar with the first six 
days of the present month. 
The records show that the second 
twenty-year period of the history of 
the Indiana -tation. or from 1890 to 
1910. saw an average increase of 4 
degrees a day in the maximum tem­ 
perature 
during 
September.

monthly normal from 1870 to 
1890 
was 71.8 degrees. 
During the -uc- 
ceeding twenty years it wa? 78.3*

INDIANA’S FINE 
EXHIBIT READY 


The State’s Progress In Hy­ 
giene Set Out. 


WILL BE SEEN BY THE WORLD 


Fifteen Hundred Square Feet of Wall 
Space Will Be Used by Indiana in 
Presenting to the International Con­ 
gress on Hygiene the Progress She 
Has Made During the Past Decade 
In Conserving Health. 


Indiana*1 dis, Sept. 6.—The Indiana 
exhibit for the fifteenth international 
congress en hygiene and demography 
is ready for shipment to Washington, 
where the meeting of the congress be­ 
gins Sept. 23, continuing until Sept. 
28. 
The exhibit is intended to repre­ 
sent tho progress of Indiana in state 
hygiene during the last decade. 
This 
Is done by means of charts, diagrams, 
pictures, statistical tables, statistical 
charts, and by short, terse discussions. 
The exhibit will be diplayed In picture 
frames of special construction, which 
will 
be suspended on steel 
racks. 
There will be fourteen of these racks. 
The Indiana exhibit will cover 1,7»«»0 
square feet of wall space. 
The ex­ 
hibit is grouped, the various divisions 
being made up as follows: 
(a) statis­ 
tics of state and city; (b) school hy­ 
giene and child welfare; (c) municipal 
hygiene; (d> housing; (e) industrial 
and occupational hygiene; (f) commu­ 
nicable diseases. 
The exhibit is to be set up under 
the direction of Dr. W. F. King, assist­ 
ant secretary of the state board of 
health, and John Owens, educational 
secretary-, by Sept. 16, and will remain 
until Oct. 8.

THE MISSION OF THE TWELVE 


LESSON TE^iT—Matt, 9:35 to 10:15 and 
10:40 to ILL 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—"He that 
received 
you receive til me, and he that reeeiveth 
m e reeeiveth him that sent me.”—Matt. 
10:40. 


The first verse of our lesson is 
vivid picture of the life of our Lord. 
Going about from village to village, 
he taught, healed and preached the 
good tidings of his new kingdom 
W hy? 
Not only because of his com­ 
passionate heart as revealed in the 
second verse of the lesson, but also 
a s a proof of his claims and, “that be­ 
lieving ye might have life through his 
nam e,” John 20:30. 31. This does not, 
however, lessen the force of this sec­ 
ond verse, for Jesus as the true Shep­ 
herd was indeed “touched with a feel 
Ing of our infirmities.” 
Seeing the 
m ultitude thus without a shepherd, so 
faint and weary as to lay down and 
knowing that his great work was to 
toe carried on by others after he had 
r'flnished” it upon Calvary, he makes 
{special provision 
by choosing 
the 
twelve and telling them definitely how 
to carr)* on his ministry. 
Jesus realized that no one man can 
m inister to all others except as he 
m ultiplies his personality in the lives 
of others. 
So it is that he gives the 
church of today a powerful example of 
how* to answer the prayer of verse 33 
by his practical method suggested in 
verse I of chapter IO. His vision of 
verse 36 is the passion of his life and 
he intends it to be the passion of our 
lives. 
Disciples Restricted. 
Following this introduction we find 
a list of the peculiarly chosen ones 
who are to be his vice-gerents after 
his passing, and from verse 5 on we 
find the charge he delivers to them. 
There is in this charge, first, the note 
of limitation, verses 5 to 15; secondly, 
th e note of w*arning, verses 16 to 23, 
and thirdly the note of comparison, 
verse 24 to the end of this chapter 
and including 10:1. True, in this les­ 
son we have only the first section, the 
lim itation 
together 
with 
the 
final 
words of the charge which In reality 
am ounts to a complete identification 
o f his apostles with himself and 
his 
Hfe of ministry. 
Notice the grouping of the names 
o f these disciples. 
First the 
three 
■who formed that inner circle. Peter. 
Jam es and John, and with them An­ 
drew. who first brought Peter to Je­ 
sus (John 1:41). 
After these 
the 
nam es are In groups of tw*o, and it • 
was as such they were afterw ards i 
sent out, Mark 6:7. So we today are 
not alone. Matt. 28:20, Acts 1:8. 
Let us observe the restriction placed 
upon these disciples. 
They are to 
m inister not to the Gentiles nor even ! 
th e Sam aritans, though Jesus did both 
during his life. John 4:4 and Matt.! 
15:22, hut not so these whom he now 
Is sending, at least not till his work is 
complete and Israel has had its day 
of opportunity. After Calvary this re­ 
striction is removed, as we can see 
from the book of Acts. 
Another restriction is in the mes­ 
sage and the method. 
The message 
is to be the good news of the king­ 
dom. They are to “herald forth” that 
It Is at hand. 
That the Messiah has 
come. We are told that they are not 
to force the acceptance of their mes­ 
sage. 
That in its proclamation they 
shall receive all sorts of opposition. 
T hat they must look well to their 
ow n character, they are to be ae sheep 
am idst wolves, they shall bs haled 
before courts and potentates, bot such 
persecution shall be a wit nee® against 
th eir persecutors for "his aa bai* 
Bearing of Disciple*. 
W hat is to be their method? First, 
St is to be that of absolute depend­ 
ence upon the Father. It la true that 
Paul labored with his own ha ads, but 
at the same time he accepted the 
bounty of the churches and urged that 
such fruit might abound, Phil. 4:10, 
15, 17. Jesus is here teaching os the 
tother lesson that the laborer la wor­ 
thy of his hire.” 
The disciple Is to 
heal. 
The ministry of hospital, nurs­ 
ing and godly physicians is a marvel­ 
ous fulfillment of this command. Ob­ 
serve well the ministry of medical 
missions. 
There is no greater inspi­ 
ration to the Christian church. What 
Is to be the bearing of these disciples? 
Jt la to be that of dignity sad self­ 
respect, see Luke 10:5. 
While It Is true the disciple Is to 
offer and not to force his message 
upon the people, yet for Israel to re- 
le c t was indeed a worse state than 
that of Sodom and Gomorrah. 
The 
overthrow and scattering of the Jew­ 
ish nation is a byword in history. 
. Jus to the note of com Data Ion. we 


should read ell cf this chapter. 
Remember the dignity of our work. 
Renu mber t l at we go in the name cf 
One who came to “*hew forth the Fa­ 
ther.” 
Remember that as we thus 
“forth-teil” and shew forth our Father 
and that as we receive others and oth 
ers receive us we honor the Father 
Social service is good, but let it be 
done in the name of a disciple and to 
the glory of God the Father.

A Lieutenant at Seventeen, General 


MacArthur Served W ith Conspicu­ 


ous Bravery in the Civil W ar and 


Then For Twenty Years Guarded

addressing the last reunion of m em ­ 
bers of the reg im en t he com m anded in 
tho civil w ar.

A., retired, 
dropped dead last night. 
Death was 
due to apoplexy caused by the burst­ 
ing of a blood vessel in th e brain. 
G eneral M acA rthur had nearly con­ 
cluded his speech when he was seen 
to reel, and said; 
“Comrades, I am 
too w eak to go on.” 
He then fell 
backw ard into a chair, gasping for 
breath. 
W hile ho lay dying, support­ 
ed by those who had known 
him 
throughout life, his com rades, IOO in 
number, stood around the chair, recit­ 
ing the Lord's Prayer. 
As they fin­ 
ished 
he 
opened 
his 
eyes, 
looked 
around and passed away. 
T he extrem e heat of the day seem ­ 
ed to affect the general and many 
others of the old veterans who were 
present. 


L ieutenant General M acA rthur was 
sixty seven years of age. 
He was re­ 
fired for age on Ju n e 2, 1909. 
A rth ur 
M acA rthur 
w as 
born 
in 
Springfield, Mass., Ju n e 2, 1845. the 
son of A rthur .MacArthur and his wife. 
Aurelia Belcher. The family moved to 
Milwaukee and the boy w as educated 
in the public schools there, and by 
private tutors. 
In 1S62, when he was 
seventeen, G overnor Salomon of W is­ 
consin g a \e him a com m ission as ad­ 
ju ta n t and lieutenant, and he joined 
the 
Tw enty-fourth 
W isconsin 
regi­ 
ment. 
He rapidly gained promotion 
for bravery. 
He was wounded at the battle of 
Franklin, Tenn., and received the rank 
of lieutenant colonel for his work on 
that day. 
At the close of the civil war 
he received a commission as lieuten­ 
a n t In the regular arm y and spent the 
next tw enty years fighting Indians. In 
1900 he becam e a brigadier g neral in 
the regular arm y and was promoted 
to the rank of m ajor general a year 
later. 
He rem ained in the Philippines 
until December. 1901, w hen he assum ­ 
ed command of the d e p artm ent of the 
Colorado. 
From this com m and he wa^ 
transferred to the departm ent of the 
lakes, which com m and he was holding 
when retired for age.

one of its motoraen, Sam Warfuel, 
901 Xorth Arthur street, who was 
Biotorman on the second car to be 
wrecked within 
twenty-four hours, 


and which was the third accident on 
the I. & C. within thirty hours. 


The second wreck for 
Warfuel's 


car and the third one on the I. & C. 
loecurred in Indianapolis last night 
shorth' before midnight at the corner 
of Pennsylvania and Ohio streets and 
Massachusetts avenue, the Denison 
hotel corner, when the car "split" a 
switch, in the parlance of railway 
men. 


The wreck did not terminate 
as 


seriously as did the one which hap-

The first verse of our lesson is _ 


vivid picture of the life of our Lord 
<Jolng about from village to village 
lie taught, healed and preached th< 
good tidings of his new kingdom 
Why? Not only because of his com 
passionate heart as revealed in the 
second verse of the lesson, but tlso 
as a proof of his claims and, "that be- 
lieving ye might have life through his 
name," John 20:30, 31. This does not, 
however, lessen the force of this sec- 
ond verse, for Jesus as the true Shep- 
herd -was indeed "touched with a feel- 
ing of our Infirmities." 
Seeing the 


multitude thus without a shepherd, so 
faint and weary as to lay down and 
knowing that his great work was to 
fce carried on by others after he had 
rflnished" it upon Calvary, he makes 
ppecial provision by choosing the 
twelve and telling them definitely how 
to carry on his ministry. 


Jesus realized that no one man can 


minister to all others except as he 
multiplies his personality in the lives 
of others. So It is that he gives the 
church of today a powerful example of 
how to answer the prayer of verse 38 
hy his practical method suggested in 
iverse 1 of chapter 10. His vision of 
•verse 36 is the passion of his life and 
he Intends it to be the passion of our 
lives. 


Disciples Restricted. 


Following this introduction we find 


a list of the peculiarly chosen ones 
•who are to be his vice-gerents after 
his passing, and from verse 5 on we 
find the charge he delivers to them. 
There is in this charge, first, the note 
of limitation, verses 5 to 15; secondly, 
the note of warning, verses 16 to 23, 
and thirdly the note of comparison, 
verse 24 to the end of this chapter 
and including 10:1. True, in this les- 
son we have only the first section, the 
limitation together with the final 
words of the charge which in reality 
amounts to a complete identification 
of his apostles with himself and his 
life of ministry. 


Notice the grouping of the names 


of these disciples. First the three 
•who formed that inner circle, Peter, 
James and John, and with them An- 
drew, who first brought Peter to Je- 
sus (John 1:41). After these 
the 


names are in groups of two, and it 


should read all of this chapter. 


Remember the dignity of our work. 


Remember tbat we go in the name of 
One who came to "shew forth the Fa- 
ther." Remember that as we thus 
"forth-tell" and shew forth our Father 
and that as we receive others and oth- 
ers receive us we honor the Father. 
Social service Is good, but let it be 
done In the name of a disciple and to 
the glory of God the Father. Such, 
indeed, is the practical life of the 
called ones who follow In the steps 
of him who came to minister and not 
to be ministered unto.

worthless, but will improve for years. 


"Most farmers think the sowing of 


the seed the most important part in 
:etting good meadows. It is well to 
do the seeding in good, shape, but 
more often the stand is lost from 
some other cause."

seed, for the purpose of increasing 
the weight, as the fee for thrashing 
is based on .bushels by weight."

strated that a thrashing machine, 
properly equipped with screens and

General MacArthur Expires at 


Regimental Reunion, 


END OF AN 'ACTIVE CAREER 


A Lieutenant at Seventeen, General 


MacArthur Served With Conspicu- 
ous Bravery in the Civil War and 
Then For Twenty Years Guarded 
Nation's Outposts Against 
Indian 


Depredations. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 6.—While 


addressing; the last reunion of mem- 
bers of the regiment he commanded in 
the civil war, Lieutenant General Ar- 
thur MacArthur, U. S. A., retired, 
dropped dead last night. Death was 
due to apoplexy caused by the burst- 
ing of a blood vessel in the brain. 


General MacArthur had nearly con- 


cluded his speech when he was seen 
to reel, and said: 
"Comrades, I am 


too weak to go on." He then fell 
backward into a chair, gasping for 
breath. While ho lay dying, support- 
ed by those who had known him 
throughout life, his comrades, 100 in 
number, stood around the chair, .recit- 
ing the Lord's Prayer. As they fin- 
ished he opened his eyea, looked 
around and passed away. 


The extreme heat of the day seem- 


ed to affect the general and many 
others of the old veterans who were 
present. 


Lieutenant General MacArthur was 


sixty-seven years of age. He was re- 
fired for age on June 2, 1909. 


Arthur MacArthur was born in 


Springfield, Mass., June 2, 1845, the 
son of Arthur MacArthur and his wife, 
Aurelia Belcher. The family moved to 
Milwaukee and the boy was educated 
in the public schools there, and by 
private tutors. In 1862, when he was 
seventeen, Governor Salomon of Wis- 
consin gave him a commission as ad- 
jutant and lieutenant, and he joined 
the 
Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin 
regi- 


ment. 
He rapidly gained promotion 


for bravery. 


He was wounded at the battle of 


Franklin, Tenn., and received the rank 
of lieutenant colonel for his work on 
that clay. At the close of the civil war 
he received a commission as lieuten- 
ant in the regular army and spent the 
next twenty years fighting Indians. In 
1900 he became, a brigadier g:neral in 
the regular army and was promoted 
to the rank of major general a year 
later. He remained in the Philippines 
until December, 1901, when be assum- 
ed command of the department of the 
Colorado. From this command he was 
transferred to the department of the 
lakes, which command he was holding 
when retired for age.

Arthur's home was in Milwaukee.

KnitteJ got into dis- 
favor with local society people at the 
last election when he supported the 
Socialist candidate for the reichstag 
and was eventually ostracized and re- 
moved from the army reserve, in 
which he was an officer, to the Land- 
wehr. 


Judge Knittel openly accused Cap- 


tain Kammler of having been the 
cause of this, and openly charged the 
officer with malice. The captain there- 
upon prosecuted the judge for libel. 
Knittel was tried and acquitted on the 
ground that he proved all his allega- 
tions. 


A court of honor has now decided 


that Captain Kammler's honor has 
been besmirched and he must cleanse 
it by a duel.
